1. ON JANUARY 21, WE MADE REFTEL POINTS TO CRAIG, FONOFF 
POLITICAL DIVISION. HE NOTED (AS IN CASE OF REF B) THAT GOI 

IS NOT AS CONVINCED AS USG THAT PRG LACKS ALL ATTRIBUTES OF A 
GOVERNMENT. ON PROCEDURAL ISSUE, HOWEVER, HE SAID THAT HE 
BELIEVED GOI WOULD SUPPORT US. HE ACCEPTED ARGUMENT THAT IT 
WAS NOT IN PARTICIPANTS' INTEREST TO WASTE TIME REARGUING 
CREDENTIALS INDEFINITELY. GOI HAS NOT MADE FINAL DECISION ON 
POSITION, BUT CRAIG SAID HE WOULD ATTEMPT TO LET US KNOW OF 
ANY SURPRISES. 

2. CRAIG SAID THAT, AS FAR AS HE KNEW, ISSUE OF EC SOLIDARITY 
HAD NOT ARISEN, BUT HE SUSPECTED IT MIGHT DO SO. WE ASKED 
TO BE INFORMED WITH URGENCY IF EC ISSUE SHOULD ARISE. 
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
